DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-8, filed 09/21/2010, with respect to claims 1- 
10, 12-13, 15 and 19 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
06/21/2010 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10, 12-13, 15 and 19 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

3. Claims 1-10,1 2-1 3, 1 5 and 1 9 require that the liquid precursor should be an 
organic compound. As disclosed previously, Goodwin does not disclose that liquid 
precursors can be used in their apparatus. 

4. Also as disclosed previously, Yadav, US Patent number 6,569,397 (hereinafter 
Yadav) discloses a method for producing fine powders of oxides, carbides, nitrides, 
borides, chalcogenides, metals and alloys (abstract) by a substantially similar method 
(see Figure 2). Example 5 of Yadav further shows the formation of a silicon powder via 
the above method useful biomedical applications, electronic and electromagnetic 
devices, films and coatings, and also for sensors (EXAMPLE 5). Furthermore, Yadav 
discloses that the precursor can be organic compounds such as methane, ethylene, 
acetylene, ethane, benzene, and others. However, Yadav does not disclose the 
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appropriate temperature range. Yadav discloses a temperature range which includes 
heats above 3000 °C which would decompose most of the biological powders produced 
by instant claims. Therefore, the claims as currently amended are deemed both novel 
and unobvious.
